The death ocenrred in Shanghai on the morn- 
ing of the 3rd inet. of Me. Herbert Augustus 
Cooper, pilot of tho. Messageries Maritimes 
Compuay, who was well known in Hongkong 
as well as in Shanghai. A remarkable series 
of tragedies has overtaken. the Cooper family, 
all of them men of. firé physique, and this last 
ocenirence is only 9 chimax te what has gone 
before. We take the following ‘obitmary 
notice from thé Shanghaz'Mercury of the date 
of Mr. H.. A: Cooper's death :—Mr. Herbert 
Augustus Cooper, the wall-kaown pilot. of 
the Messageries Maritimes, succumbed this 
morning at his residence, No, 51, Range Road, 
to, diphthoria, Mr, Coopor, who wag only 
recently "married, was the last of a splendid 
family of four brothers, the death of whom, one 
after the other in tho. very primo of their 
vigorous early manhood, bse formed one of the 
most melancholy stories ever recorded in the 
Far East, and the most profound sympathy iv 
felt for his young widow, and for the aged 
mother who alone remains to mourn the loss of 
her sons.

From Kiabarovek ho proceeded with a convoy 
of exile barges; and was landed at Nicholaovsk, 
opposite Sakhalin, Mx. Hawes says:— : 
y object was to proceed to the extreme 
north-east part of the island to study some un- 
know tribes thore, and to see for mywlf by 
personal visite to the prisons, the real condition 
of the convicts. On this point I may say at 
once that thix is nearly as: bad us popular im- 
agiuation paints it. On the mainland, however, 
things are not ao bad. Indeed, the “Russian 
pentt-system, per se, compares on the whole 
favourably ‘with’ other Muoropean systems 
Thors are - five great penal establishments 
in this convict island, and, with the 
exception of tho clearings round these, prac- 
tically the whole of Sakhalin is covered with 
forest so dense that even the aatives cannot: pen- 
atrate il. They therefore travel, as we did, by. 
the rivers, in dug-out cuuoes in suiumer, in dog 
or reindeer sleighs in winter. Such journeyings 
are highiy daugerous, as huge ‘bears abound, 
one is never safe from the escaped convicts, 
nearly all of whom manage to arm théimselves 

with gans, ‘ . 
I spent several days in- Alexandrovak. where; 


impnoity. During my stay four people whom 1 
auet were murdered, Almost every one in the 
streets is u criminal, for, with few exceptions, 
only the werat type of pri:ouers are sent tv Suk- 
baln—certainly besides convicts, ex-couvicts, 
their wives and children, and the officials, there 
are probably nota dozen free-bora: individuals 
on the island. Of murderer’, alone there are at 
least eight thousand, and one morning I passed 
& wan in the street of whom I was warued to be 


It is no exaggoration to. suy that tho majority 
of the officials are the dregs of .the xervice—in 
too many cases drunken -and brutal. The 
Russian Government has recently been made 
aware of this state of things, and has practically 
corroborated my statements io sending — the 
Court-of Irkutsk to try almost the entire con 
vict staffor forgery, trand, embezzlement, and 
worse. I went over some of theprisons. Dvspite
